At six o’clock, Parnell having refused to 
put any question touching his deposition, 
Justin arthy rose to announce our with- 
drawal.

It was a 
friendly break-off, and dignity was preserved 
throughout. 

Parnell’s behaviour, he adds, as Chair- 
man in Room 15, in interrupting and 
making rulings in his own favour was till 
then unprecedented. Thirty-one years 
later, when the Treaty of 1921 came under 
discussion, another chairman outstripped 


him. 
THE STRUGGLE IN IRELAND. 


The ensuing struggle in Ireland between 
the two parties is described in detail, with 
the Freeman leading the Parnell faction, 
and the National Press, with Mr. Healy 
as leader writer, on the other side. ‘‘ My 
legal business is dead,' writes Mr. Healy 
to his father in March, 1891, and for a 
considerable period he devoted virtually 
all his time to the pursuit of his campaign 
against Parnell. 

“Parnell,” he says, “had now 
‘married’ Mrs. O'Shea in a registry 
office in London, though her husband was 
alive. This had no validity in Catholic 
eyes. Religion and not ‘law’ is decisive 
for us as to the bonds between woman and 
man.” 

Then came Parnell's death. 

Parnell died on Tuesday, 6th October, 
1891, at Brighton, ten months after his 
deposition. He had spoken at Creggs, Co. 
Roscommon, on the 27th September, on the 
previous Sunday week. He devoted his last 
address to an attack on Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien, who had tried to save him from 
himself.

The County Cavan. 


Last week-end I paid my first visit to 
Cavan, a county that I had never heard 
anything very much about, and was sur- 
prised and delighted to find myself in a 
piece of real Irish Ireland. The run from 
Dublin by car is pleasant all the way, 
but it was not till we came to Cavan itscli 
that we entered an old road, not a modern 
macadamised highway, but a. real road 
with all its fascinating corners un- 
touched, that rose and dipped among little 
rounded hills, wound through brown bogs, 
where the turf was stacked in neat black 
piles and the air heavy with the smell of 
it, and wandered round the shores of un- 
expected lakes.

At all events, the false Dares knew how 
to write, and provide Boccaccio, Chaucer, 
Shakespeare and other famous authors 
with materials for the story of “ Troilus 
and Cressida.’’ 

It is said of Petronius that, if he wrote 
some of his works, he must have been 
icnorant of Latin. Even the authorship 
of the famous ‘‘ Supper of Trimalchio,”’ 
supposed to be by his pen, is now dis- 
puted; but book-lovers still buy it in 
print. A Paris bookseller would probably 
charge you £3 for a copy; it would be 
difficult to buy one in London. Then 
there was George Psalmanazar, “of 
Formosa,” who had ben converted, 
palmed off the English Catechism trans- 
lated into that language, and hoodwinked 
Dr. Johnson. He even trained himself 
to eat raw meat, the better to support his 
character as an oriental. 


A CLEVER ROGUE. 


He was clever. for he had a smattering | 


of half-a-dozen languages, and could con- 
verse with Archbishop Tenison in Latin. 
He wrote a book called ‘‘ The Historical 
and Geographical] Description of 


Formosa.’” and he dedicated it to the i 


Bishop of London. It is said that 
Herodotus himself could hardly have put 


human credulity to a more severe strain | 


than did Psalmanazar- Who this mystery 
man was no one knows, but he won the 
friendship of Johnson, and he claimed 
that his translations brought him a 
comfortable living. A copy of one of them 
would be worth a good deal now. 

The most famous of all forgeries are 


surely those of W. H. Ireland, who forged | 
Shakespeare manuscripts, including the. 


poet’s addresses to Ann Hathaway. These 
are very valuable.

Sheridan was induced to 
produce at Drury lane, the alleged 
recently discovered play ‘‘ Vortigern and 
Rowena,’’ and he agreed to pay Samuel 
Ireland, senior, £300 and half profits, for 
the first sixty performances. The work 
was really the sole composition of 
Treland’s son, then a youth of eighteen-

Greater Rumania. 


Preparations now are in full swing for 
the general elections in Rumania, which 
will be held on December 12th. A 
fortnight ago M. Maniu, leader of the 
National Peasants’ Party, was summone1 
by the Regency Council to form a Govern- 


Vintila Bratianu, the Liberal Premier. 
One of his first steps was to declare a 
dissolution, with the intention to break the 
Liberal ascendancy which has dominated 
Rumanian politics virtually for the Jast 
twenty years. The new Premier’s policy 
is calculated to appeal strongly to the 
popular mind. At home, he proposes to 
encourage national production, with 
special reference to the agricultural in- 
dustry, and to invite the participation of 
foreign capital in the economic life «f the 
country. Abroad, he will work for the 
maintenance of all existing alliances and 
friendships, and will seek to promote 
good-will towards Rumania in the 
neighbouring States. As an earnest of the 
sincerity of bis domestic programme, M. 
Maniu has abolished martial law, except 
in the frontier areas, where it is being 


maintained as a transitional measure, but | 


in a modified form. . The Press censorship 
has been terminated, and the state of siege 
which lay so heavily on Rumanian towns 
has been raised. M. Maniu is organising 
his election campaign with _ skill, 
Already. he has made pacts. with the 


Tyansylyanian Saxons, the orthodox Jews, |

terests at the polls will be avaided. The 
Liberals will fight M. Maniu to the bitter 
end, and the Hungarians will contest 


the elettions as a separate entity. The 
other parties will be the People’s Party, 


under General Averescu, the Nationalists, 
under Professor Jorga, and the Peasants, 
under Dr. Lupu. It is probable that M. 
ifaniu has strengthened his position since 
the dissolution, and that the prestige of 
the Bratianu Liberals has suffered a 
corresponding decline. 

Europe will watch the outcome of the 
Rumanian elections with some anxiety ; 
for the country is in a very critical con- 
dition, In the first place, the problem of 
the dynasty is causing much trouble. Since 
the death of King Ferdinand the country 
has been in the hands of a Regency 
Council, consisting of the Patriarch of 
Rumania, Prince Nicholas and the Presi- 
dent of the Court of Cassation. King 
Michael is only seven years of age and 
cannot come to the throne until he is 
eighteen. In the meanwhile his father, 
Prince Carol, son of the late King, is 
living in exile. He formally renounced 
all his rights to the throne some years 


ago; but since his father’s death he has. 


been intriguing with a view to his return 
to Rumania, and has a number of 
influential friends and supporters in the 
country. The Regency Council is most 
unsatisfactory, but it is difficult to see 
how the problem can be solved, since 
there is nobody who can take the place 
of the boy King. In the next place, 
Rumania is suffering from the results of 
the Allied victory in the war. The treaties 
of peace gave her an enormous. acquisition 
of new territory, but her present popula- 
tion is composed largely of “ minorities.” 
The new State comprises Rumanians, 
Hungarians, Turks, Jews, Germans, 
Bulgars, Russians, Slovenes, Ruthenes 
and half-a-dozen other races, none of 
which seems to be able to live on friendly 
terms with its neighbours. Consequently 
there is a continuous struggle in Rumania, 
The Magvars, whose civilisation is higher 
than that of the native Rumanians, are 
conducting a fierce. propaganda against 
rulers; the Russians, under

Since the Great War, 
ever, the traffic problem in Dublin has 
been transformed. If the city’s tvaffic 
still were of the same volume and char- 
acter as in 1914, the widening of Butt 
Bridge would find no adverse critics. To- 
day, however, something far more con- 
siderable than the easing of a single point 
of outlying local congestion is required. 
The: tides of heavy traffic that struggle 
over the present Butt Bridge move 
chiefly to College Green, and there add 
to the deadly congestion at the city's 
heart. Dublin’s supreme traffic need is 
the dispersal of that central congestion. 


Last year it was suggested that, in 


addition to the widening operation, what 


is known as a transporter bridge should 
be constructed at a point opposite to 
Guild street, some hundreds of yards 
farther to the east. It would consist of 
a lofty superstructure, under which ships 
could pass. From the superstructure 
gondolas would be suspended, plying te 
and fro across the river with loads of 
vehicles and passengers. The operation of 
this bridge would involve a considerable 
annual expenditure, and there is no 
guarantee in the experience of any 
European city that it would serve the turn 
for which it was devised. 

The terms of reference of the present 
inquiry do not embrace the merits 
of the proposals as a means to 
cope with Dublin’s main traffic problem. 
Such favour as the proposals find 
must be based on purely technical 
considerations. The Free State Govern- 
ment, however, has a larger responsibility 
than the joint committee. It cannot be said 
with too great earnestness that no large 
work of reconstruction ought to be passed 
until the boundaries of greater Dublin 
have been fixed and a general plan for the 
development of the city has 
been adopted. We believe that, if 
a council of qualified upon 
town-planning were in being, a totally 
different series proposals would 
be pressed upon the Government. 
That council would point out that 
Butt Bridge is so situated that its widen- 
ing would but aggravate the present diffi 
culties. Larger numbers of vehicles would 
use the widened bridge, and the recon- 
struction of Tara street then would 
become necessary. The swollen traffic 
would be discharged in Great Brunswick 
street before the walls of College Park, 
and the impious proposal to drive a road 
through*the park would be revived. On 
the other hand, if a new bridge were 
constructed a little to the east of the 
Custom House, an entirely new channel 
would be opened.

A Tuchun Poet, 


The Great War and the Russian revolu- 
tion showed that, even in modern Europe, 
potentates may fall swiftly on evil days. 
In Europe, however, such vicissitudes are 
rare; in the Orient they are of the stuff 
of daily life and excite neither passion 
nor surprise. East of Suez a man still 
may begin the day as a grand vizier and 
end it as a beggar—or vice versa. A year 
ago General Wu Pei-fu was one of the 
triumvirate which ruled, or misruled, 
China. Then fortune frowned on him; 
his ally, Feng Yu-hsiang, deserted him, 
and he became a refugee in Szechwan. He 
has.vanished out of public life, and some 
say that he is hiding from his enemies in 
the guise of a Buddhist priest. In his 
retirement, however, the fallen tuchun, 
who is not only an able soldier, but an 
accomplished scholar, has written a poem 
that does not suggest a spirit of philosophic 
resignation. As translated by a writer in 
The Times, these verses describe Wu 
Pei-fu’s bitter memories and end with a 
threat of vengeance. Here is a vivid 
picture of defeat and flight :— 

A few hody-guards accompany the General on 
a solitary horse in the pass, with a ragged 
banner. 

The stones on the road are like iron. Outside 
the tent, blood-red and ominous is the 
sun ! 

There is no cart carrying our food and 
baggage ! 

The uniforms of the guards, once so fair, are 
now hanging in tatters ! 

Nevertheless, the soldier-poet finds comfort 

in “the case of Lien Po,” who survived a 

like extremity ; and he predicts that he— 

yet slay the robbers like a 
devouring fire, 

And water his horse once more in the waters 
uf the Vangtse. 

Young China admires Wu Pei-fu’s literary 

accomplishment, but derides his hopes. It 

holds that his poem will be remembered 
as the swan-song of the military period 
of Chinese history. If, indeed, his fall is 
permanent, his worst enemy ought not to 
begrudge him the consolations of the 
muse. In Europe some famous men of 
action—Napoleon, for instance, and 

General Wolfe—have loved poetry; but 

few have written it, and those few, like 

Frederick the Great, have written it badly. 

Although the late war inspired a brilliant 

band of soldier-poets, not one of them 

shares Wu Pei-fu’s thirst for further 
fighting.

Then and Now. 


Our schoolboys cannot recall days when 
the air was empty. They take aeroplanes 
for granted, as they take railway trains 
and motor cars; and, perhaps, some of 
their elders have fallen into the same way 
of thinking. Yet, as Mr. T. O. M. 
Sopwith has reminded us, the whole mar- 
vellous development of aircraft is a matter 
of two decades. Last week Mr. Sopwith, 
the designer of a famous range of war- 
time aircraft, flew again for the first time 
in sixteen years. A new aeroplane was 
being flown.to Martlesham Heath from 
Brooklands. Mn Sopwith accompanied 
the test pilot, and during the flight he 
took charge of the machine. He steered 
it successfully to its destination, and made 
a safe landing. It was at Brooklands, in 
1910, that Mr. Sopwith, then twenty-four 
years of age, learnt to fly. In the same 
year he won the Baron de Forest prize of 
£4,000 for the longest all-British flight to 
the Continent. Already M. Blériot had 
flown across the English Channel at its 
narrowest point. Mr. Sopwith won the 
Baron de Forest prize with a flight from 
Kastchurch to Thirlemont, in Belgium—a 
distance of 177 miles—and his feat pro- 
voked wonder and enthusiasm throughout 
Europe. Since then aircraft have repelled 
an invasion of England, have crossed the 
Atlantic in both directions, have flown to 
Australia ; and to-day, in the daily service 
of mankind, they are traversing Europe 
with the regularity and safety of railway 
trains. Yet Mr. Sopwith, one of the 
pioneers of the invention which has 
changed the world’s aspect and outlook, 1s 
still a young and vigorous man.

Herr Stresemann's Speech. 


It is possible that Herr Stresemainn's 
somewhat. petulant attack on’ Fran. 
British policy owes something to the 
irritability of recent illness. is high- 
toned protest against mixing up repara- 
tions and military occupation comes 
strangely from a German statesman. 
remembering. not only what the pear» 
terms to be offered by a victorious Ger- 
many to the vanquished Allies wer: 
advertised to be, but what actually hap- 
pened in 1870. Then the Prussians oceu- 
pied Paris and all the territory betwen 
the capital and the frontier, which was 
divided into zones. Evacuation proceeded, 
zone by zone, as the huge war indemni‘y 
exacted from France was paid. Equally 
strange is Herr Stresemann’s fulmination 
about combined Franco-British Army 
manoeuvres. The British Army has held 
no manoeuvres for years, and all that 
happened was that a solitary cavalry 
regiment, 400° strong, accepted its French 
neighbour’s courteous invitation to join 
in the French cavalry exercises. 


The De-rating Proposals. 


The Local Government Bill bristles 
with difficulties, and is generally so intri- 
cate that many. members are quite unable 
to grasp all that it means. It is, there. 
fore,. not surprising that it is suggested 
that there shall be a series of instructions 
for those members who profess themselves 
unable to assimilate the bill without help. 
While it is unlikely that the suggestion 
will be adopted, it is understood that th. 
Minister of Health or Sir Kingsley Wood 
will take frequent advantage of the 
opportunity, when occasion Offers, to 
explain the bill and all that it implies. 
In Conservative quarters it 1s maintained 
that, as the bill becomes better known, 
it will be more appreciated. 


A Problem of Education. 


Socialist members are 
growing agitation among man Catholics 
for rate aid for their schools. In many 
divisions these members hold their seats 
by Roman Catholic votes, but any commit- 
ment of the party to a policy of putting 
sectarianism on the rates, it is feared. 
will rouse controversies from which they 
pray to be spared. Pledges will be de- 
manded from candidates at the next 
election, and, if any considerable number 
allow themselves to be so committed, a 
serious division in the party will be hard 
to avoid. It will be remembered that. 
though the Labour Conference at Margate 
a year ago voted in favour of advice being 
given on birth control, the party leaders, 
for fear of offending Boman Catholic 
voters, refused to accept the resolution as 
part of the party programme. The educa- 
tion question will not be so easily shelved, 
and the matter is giving much anxiety to 
the Socialist leaders.

PROPOSED NEW SECTION. 

Instead of this section they propose the 
insertion of the following new one :— 

“ (1) Whenever a complaint is made to the 
Minister to the effect that a hook or par- 
ticular edition of a book 1s wholly or in 
general character indecent obscene, or 
advocates the unnatural prevention of con- 
ception. or the “procurement of abortion or 
miscarriage or any method, treatment or 
appliaiee to be used for the purpose of such 
preveation or ‘such procurement, the Minister 
may vefer such complaint to the Board. 

‘(2).The Board. shall consider every com- 
plaint referred to them by. the Minister under 
this section and for the purpose of such con- 
sideration shall examine the book or the 
particular edition of a book which is the 
subject of such complaint and on completion 
of. such “eotisideration the Board shall make 
in the Minister their report on such com- 
plaint. 4 

“(3) Whenever the Boaid under this 
section makes in reference to a complaint 
a report, assented té.and signed by at least 
four members of the Board, — stating 
that in the opinione of the Board 
hook*~ or -the' partienlar edition of a 
hook * Which is the «subject of such .com- 
pluint 4s wholly or in general character 1n- 
decent’ or obsceire or advovates the unnatural 
prevention.of conception er the procurement 
of abortion or miscarriage or any method, 
treatment .or appliance to be used for the 
purpose. of such prevention or such procure- 
ment the Minister may by order (in this Ac! 
referred to as a prohibition order) prohibit 
the sale and distribution in Saorstat Eireann 
of such book or of such edition of a book. 

“(4) A probibition order made: under this 
section in: relation to a book shall, unless it 
it is expressly limited to one or more par- 
ticular editions of such book, apply to every 
edition of such book, whether published 
before or after the date of such order, save 
such (if any) editions thereof as may be 
excluded by an amending order from the 
application of such prohibition order.”’ 

Equally important is an amendment by 
the same‘deputies proposing that no pro- 
hibition order. shall be made by the 
Minister “in respect of any book or 
edition of a book for which the net pub- 
lished price exceeds three shillings.”’ 
Under the bill as it stands the Minister 
may pronibit the sale of any book which 
has been found by four of the five 
members of the Censorship Board to be 
indecent or obscene, or detrimental to 
publie , morality. 


BAN ON “ CRIME STORIES.” 

Section 8 of the Censorship Bill enables 
“recogni@ed associations’’ to complain to 
the Minister of any periodical publication 
which has usually or frequently been in- 
decent or obscene, or generally has tended 
to inculcate principles contrary to public 
morality.”’ 

Messrs. Tierney and Law propose to 
Narrow the interpretation of those words 
to periodical publications which “ have ad- 
vocated the unnatural prevention of con- 
ception or the procurement of abortion, or 
miscarriage, or any method, treatment or 
appliance to be used for such purposes, or 
have devoted any unduly large proportion 
of space to the publication of sensational 
matter. relating to crime.” 

Section 11 of the bill makes it unlawful 
for any person, without a written permit 
to import for sale or distribution any 
book or periodical publication, the sale or 
distribution of which for the time being is 
prohibited in the Free State. 


INDIVIDUAL IMPORTATIONS. 

.Messrs.. Tierney and Law propose to 
move that nothing in that provision ‘‘shall 
be deemed to prohibit any person from 
importing, or causing to be imported, 
without a licence, any book or particular 
edition of a book or any issue of a 
periodical publication required by him 
solely for his own use.” 

The same deputies propose to move the 
deletion of the Section (17) relating to 
books and publications advocating birth 
control, 


MANY CONSIDERATIONS. 


They will also move an amendment to 
the effect that, when the Minister of 
Justice refers a complaint regarding any 
book or publication to them, the members 
of the Censorship Voard shall, in their 
consideration of such complaint— 

‘Take into account the general tenour and 
character of the book or the particular edition 
of a book; the literary, artistic, scientific or 
historic merit or importance; the language 
in which it is printed or produced ; the nature 
and extent of the circulation which it appears 
to the Board it is intended to have; the class 
of readér which, in the opinion of the Board, 
may reasonably be expected to read it in 
Saorstat Eireann, and all other matters which 
appear to the Board te be relevant.” 

Other deputies who have tabled amend- 
ments are Professor Thrift, Professor 
Alton and Mr. P. J. Rutledge. 

One of Professor Thrift’s amendments 
Fás that the word “indecent’’ shall 
De construed as “ meaning that which, in 
its purpose, suggests or incites te sexual 
Immorality.’’ fessor Alton proposes 
that the word shall be construed as “ con- 
noting manifestly suggestive of, or inciting 


or 


the: 


immorality or in any other way to corrupt 
or deprave in sexual matters.’’ 


NO CLERGYMEN ON BOARD. 

An important amendment by Professor 
Thrift is one proposing the exclusion of 
ministers of any religious denomination 
from membership of the Board; another 
proposes that complaints to the Minister 
shall be made, not by “recognised ” asso- 
ciations, but by associations “ authorised '' 
by the Minister. 

Yet another amendment by Professor 
Thrift proposes that the first prohibition 
for a periodica] publication should operate 
for a period of three months only. 

One of Professor Alton’s most importan 

amendments proposes that the provision 
confining — the Power of making 
“complaints’’ to recognised associations 
should be deleted. He suggests instead 
that . 
“complaints made under this Act shall be 
subseribed by not less than ten persons, being 
resident citizens of Saorstat Eireann, each of 
whom shall make a statutory declaration that 
he has read the whole of the book or of the 
particular edition in question of the book 
which is the subject of the complaint, or in 
the case of a periodical that he has read 
several successive issues.” 

Another amendment tabled by Professor 
Alton proposes that, in making their 
report: on any complaint referred to them 
by the Minister, the members of the 
Censorship Board 
“shall take into consideration the main pur- 
pose of the author, the type of reader to 
which the book or the particular edition of 
the hook which is the subiect of the complaint 
is addressed or is likely to appeal, the value 
and interest of the book or the particular 
edition in question of the book from a literary 
or scientific standpoint: and thev shall be 
empowered fo. communicate with the author 
o- editor or publisher of the book or of the 
particular edition in question of the book, 
and to take into account any representations 
made on behalf of the book or. the particular 
edition in question of the book by the afore- 
said author or editor or publisher.” 


CARTRIDGE FACTORY 
EXPLOSION.

MEN KILLED IN 

FRANCE, 

|LEUTER $ CORRESPONDENT: 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

An explosion amongst some percussion 
caps on a two-horse cart, just drawn up 
to be unloaded outside the cartridge fac- 
tory at Vincennes, resulted in four 
persons being killed and a similar number 
injured. 

Four bodies; charred beyond recogni 
tion, were recovered from the ruins by 
the artillerymen and firemen. Many 
others might have been killed if the 
explosion had occurred a few minutes 
earlier, but at four o’clock most of the 
men ‘had left work. 

The explosion completely destroyed the 
shop and neighbouring buildings and 
fragments hurtled in all directions, 
shattering roofs and windows of the fac- 
tory, which was one of the largest in 
France 

Darkness set in before the work of relief 
was finished, and it was impossible to usc 
the electric light for fear of another explo- 
sion. A cartridge store was set alight by 
a blazing fragment, but, happily, it was 
extinguished before it got a hold. 

M. Painlevé, Minister of War, arrived 
on the scene two and a half hours after 
the explosion, followed by M. Poincaré. 
There was a touching incident when the 
Prime Minister was taken to the grim 
heap of tarpaulin-covered bodies. For a 
moment he stood bareheaded in silent 
salute to the dead and then was taken to 
see the injured.

Mr. Hoover, Inspector-General, who. pre- 
sided, stated that he had received informa- 
tion that Captain Keane, one. of the 
‘Department officials who inspected the 
Vestris, after eating a hearty breakfast 
and lunch on board, sat at the ship’s bar 
“‘swilling whiskey and beer,” and subse- 
quently signed a certificate, 


under his arm. 


DENIALS. 

“It is the most outrageous lie I’ve ever 
heard,” shouted Captain Keane, when he 
finally found his voice after a few moments’ 
inarticulate emotion. Captain Keane 
similarly denied other charges, his voice, 
with a thick Irish brogue, rising to such 
a pitch of excitement that he became 
almost unintellicible. 

Replying to .*rther questions, Captain 
at the lifeboats had re 
ceived a very severe inspection—as he put 
it, “the most severe in the history of the 
British or American Merchant Marine.”’ 

Under stern and rigid examination, 
Captain Keane continued to insist that 
his inspection was faithful and thorough, 
and that he saw nothing dangerous or 
liable to suspicion about the condition of 
the Vestris. 

He declared that the ship’s life-saving 
equipment was proper in every respect. 
He carefully tested each individual life- 
belt and all the boats and their equip- 
ment, which. were correct in all: par 
ticulars. | 


CAPTAIN SORENSON. 

‘Captain Keane was then followed on the 
witness stand by Captain Sorenson, who 
was a passenger on board the Vestris, and, 
it will be remembered, recently’ denied 
having made bitter and sensational charges 
of criminal negligence against Captain 
Caréy which were attributed to him by 
the American papers when he first landed. 

After testifying to his familiarity with 
the seaworthiness of ocean-going liners, 
he confirmed that: the condition of the 
lifeboats was excellent, and that the only 
hole he noticed in one of them was 
obviously caused in launching. The 
equipment of the lifeboat into which he 
climbed after the ship sank seemed to lim 
complete. 


At this point a minor tempest arose in 


Court on Captain Sorenson being asked 
whether he had made any statements to 
reporters criticising the shipwreck, and 
Captain Carey’s conduct. 

“They were all lies,” said the witness. 
and added that he would like to meet 
some of the reporters who put his alleged 
statement in their papers. : 


REPORTER'S TESTIMONY. 

One of them happened to be present 
and asked to be heard. He testified that 
he had carefully taken notes of Captain 
Sorenson 's remarks, -beginning:. “ It was 
criminal neglect the way in. which those 
folks foundered. The captain did every- 
thing wrong.” “ 

Mr.» Hoover asked 
what he had to say.

“ Hs all lies,” he replied. Captain 
Sorenson was then asked whether it was 
not an unwritten code of the sea for one 
master never to criticise another.

CONFLICTING EVIDENCE AT}

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
Mr. James Scott, described as saloon mate 

of the Vestris, was the first witness at. to- 

day’s hearing of the inquiry by Mr. O'Neill, 
the United States Commissioner. Mr. Scott 
testified that a door on the ship’s side al- 
ways leaked when the weather was stormy. 

The door in question, which was a few leet 

above the waterline, was in four parts, 

opening outwards, and fastened with bolts. 

To the best of his knowledge, witness de- 

clared that nothing had ever been done to 

stop the door leaking. The water that came 
in at that point ran down into the 
bunkers. 

A United States steamboat inspector had 
previously testified that he had examined 
this door before the sailing of the Vestris, 
and had found it to be in perfect condition. 

The presence on the bench to-day, beside 
Mr. O'Neill, of Captain Henry McConkey, 
Marine Superintendent of the Cunard Line. 
and Captain Jessup, of the United States 
Navy (retired), is apparently making the 
inquiry less severe for the sailor witnesses. 

Both of the nautical experts questioned 
Mr. Scott at times, and made his answers 
clear to the court. 

He was examined very fully regarding the 
launching of the lifeboats, and confirmed 
previous testimony of the difficulties expert- 
enced in getting the port lifeboats into the 
water. ;

THE ALLIES’ REPLY TO 
THE GERMAN NOTE, 
agspnsúnúdainiina 


It. is understood in London, says The Times, 
that the German Government's memorandum 
on its attitude towards the question of re- 
parations has been drawn up, and wil] be 
presented almost immediately. The Allied 
memoranda, including that of the British 
Government, have been received. in Berlin, 
and it will new be possible finally to draft 
the replies of the Allied Powers to the com- 
munication of October 30, in which the Ger- 
man Government took the initiative of pro- 
pesing the formation of a Committee of Ex- 
perts for the preparation of a plan for a 
final and complete settlement of the repara- 
tion problem, in accordance with the decision 
.taken by the Powers in Geneva on September 
J6. The Allied Governments are understcod 
tu be in close agreement on the question of 
their reply to the German Note, and no 
difference of view exists on any important 
point of principle. 

The idea of sending a collective reply to 
Kerlin in the name of all the Powers  in- 
terested has not been accepted, but it is 
probable that the texts: of the individual 
notés, which will be presented simultaneously, 
will agree to a‘ marked extent. 
Ths replies will deal with the points 
raised by the October communication of the 
German Government. General. and unquali- 
fied approval will, it is understood, be ex- 
pressed of the suggestion to irivite represen- 
tative American financial and business ex- 
perts to take part in the work of the new 
Committee. 

The fol:owing formula is believed approxi- 
mately to express the probable scope of the 
terms of reference :—‘‘ The fixation of the 
number and amounts of the annuities here- 
after to be paid by Germany in complete and 
fina! liquidation of the debt to the Allied 
and Associated Powers for the costs arising 
out of the war; the form and terms in which 
the indebtedness shall be expressed, and tne 
arrangement by means of which it may be 
capitalised and commercialised, and the 
adaptation of the Dawes Experts plan to the 
condition of a final settlement, which may be 
recommended, including all such changes in 
existing arrangements and organisations as 
may be found desirable for that purpose.”

THE PACT IN JEOPARDY.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Reports from London that the British 
Government. is considerimg some new ap- 
proach to the United States in the matter 
of naval limitation have been read. in official 
circles here with much interest, particularly 
as they seem to hint at a hope that any 
Anglo-American formula might be discovered 
and applied to the problem as a whole. The 
opinion most commonly expressed is that bi- 
lateral consideration of a many-sided ques- 
tion does not. at first sight appear to offer 
mucl. chance of success, but that President 
Coolidge would not fail to welcome sugges- 
tions or propdsals from an authoritative 
source. 

What Mr. Coolidge could not be expected 
to intimate, but what elsewhere is recognised 
as a difficulty, is the fact that a test of the 
policy of the United States is shortly to be 
made, and that the re-opening of the naval 
question by the British Government at this 
time might be misinterpreted. It is the 
Senate. which will make the test; and. the 
ingredients are the General Pact for the Re- 
nunciation of War and the Cruiser Bill. For 
the moment the position of the Treaty seems 
to be more and more precarious. 

The battle will be fought, not only on the 

floor of the Senate, but in the committee 
rooms of Congress, in the Press, and at minor 
gathering places throughout the country, and 
the issue is still far from clear.

Trials pending before a courts-martial 
for offences previously committed in the 
state of siege zone remain within the 
competence of the military courts, until 
completely disposed of. 


ELECTION NEXT MONTH. 

Preparations are being wushed forward 
for the general election on December 12th. 
when the country will be asked to declare 
its will concerning the Nationa! Peasant 
Government, that has been entrusted with 
power under the leadership of M. Maniu, 
on being called to office by the Council of 
Regency. ; 

M. Maniu and his lieutenants at once

Mr. H. Williams—Broadly speaking, 
every foreign country issues passenger 
certificates to ships carrying passengers 
from ports in that country, unless in some 
cases where ships are coming here they 
may recognise our passenger certificates.

Williams said that ocean-going passenger 
vessels trading to and from ports of the 
United Kingdom were thoroughly surveyed 
once a year by the Board of Trade.

Mr. Hope, who was in the chair, told the 
hon. member that. he was embarkjng ,upon 
matter quite irrelevant to the question before 
the House, and Mr, Kirkwood expressed his 
regret, and said that on a previous occasion 
he had given expression to the same views, 
and was then -eomplimented by his Party, 
because he was not pulled up.

AVIATION AND REGIONAL 


PLANNING, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In the development of civil aviation 
it is possible that an essential preliminary 
consideration may be overlooked. I refer to 
the preliminary of regional planning in con- 
nection with the establishment of aerodromes. 
In England comparatively little has yet been 
done to provide for the probable future de- 
velopment in aircraft, but in America con- 
siderable attention has been, and is bais 

iven to the subject, and there are already 
4.000 airports and landing fields, 250 of which 
are in municipal ownership. Also inter- 
communication by air exists to-day between 
almost all large cities on the Continent and 
is prove oO eye walue in commerce. 
Particularly is this the case in Germany, 
where encouragemeat has been extended to 
civil aviation a municipalities through the 
provision of municipal aerodromes at every 
centre of any importance. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the 
development of internal flying is, in fact, 
almost entirely dependent on the provision of 
aerodromes at large centres in this country. 
It appears to me that the preparation of a 
regional plan for the Greater Dublin area 
would emphasise the, importance of an early 
selection of airport sites and their communica- 
tions with the central business and residence 
areas. Unless thé metropolitan region has 


such an opportunity soon a heavy expenditure 


may be involved in the future for acquiring 
and clearing such sites as are discovered to

Srr,—The half-hearted manner in which 
our civic authorities have endeavoured to 
induce pedestrians to walk to the left on the 
city footpaths has only had the effect of 
making ‘confusion worse confounded.”’ 
People at present seem not to know which 
side to keep, and there is more jostling than 
ever. ‘The white lines along some of the 
principal streets, while they lasted, appeared 
to awake curiosity as to what they were 
intended for, because as many people walked 
to the right of them as to the left, Most 
of this misunderstanding was caused by the 
very few notices, “ Walk left,” which were 
imprinted on the pavement at one or two 
corners. If there «were “more of these 
notices—in fact, two at every crossing, and 
some along the footpath at distances of, say, 
twenty yards—I venture to say that they 
would be more likely to inform people what 
is required of them than the white line with- 
out any notice, or with the few that existed 
before they were worn away. Small notices, 
“ Keep left,” attached to the electric lamp 
standards, would be even more permanent.

Sir,—-I should like to draw attention to 
the scarcity of editions of ancient classicai 
futhors: Prior to the war it was possible 
to obtain a text of almost any Greek or 
Latin writer by applying to an educational 
bookshop. Now not only have many editions 
Leen allowed to lapse out of print, without 
their places being filled by more recent 
works, but also texts from the Teubner 
booksellers, who alone have a complete library 
of classical authors, are unavailable, unless 
ordered direct from Leipzig, which necessi- 
tates a delay of about three weeks. For 
example, Professor Paley’s ‘“ Hesiod,’’ tho 
oniy English annotated edition, is now 
defunct. It has not been either reprinted or 
replaced, and no Dublin bookseller troubles to 
keep a Teubner text in stock. In view of the 
paucity of writers contained in the Oxford 
University Press—our most complete source--— 
one would think that the bookshops would 
stock its texts in entirety.—Yours, etc.,

FILM PRODUCER TO PAY £675. 

The hearang was resumed before Mr. 
Justice Horridge and a special jury in the 
King’s Bench Division, London, yesterday, of 
the action in which Mr. Leonard Keysor, 
of Maida Vale, sued Mr. George B. Samuel- 
son, a film producer, for damages for per- 
sonal mjuries and breach of contract. 

Mr. Keysor was re-enacting for a film the 
deed for which he was awarded the V.C, 
in Gallipoli. An explosion occurred and he 
received injuries to the jaw, left forearm and 
knee. Mr. Samuelson denied negligence and 
lability in the matter. 

Mr. Justice Horridge, summing up, said 
that the case had resolved itself into whether 
or not Mr. Samuelson gave the order to fire 
the charge at the time the man dropped the 
sandbag. The jury must decide it. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff 
and awarded him £675 damages.

QUESTION OF LIFEBELTS. 


Mr. Robert. Morrison (Co-operative, 
Wittenham) raised the subject of the Rye 
lifeboat disaster, in the House of 
Commons yesterday. He asked if it was 
true that the lifebelts were waterlogged 
and drowned the men. 

Mr. Christie (Conservative, Norfolk 8S.) 
asked if an inquiry would be held. 

Mr. H. G. Williams (Parliamentary 
Seeretary to the Board of Trade)—The 
Board of Trade have ordered an inquiry 
into the circumstances, and that inquiry 
will cover the allegations regarding the 
lifebelts. I am informed by the Royal 
National Lifeboat Institution that the 
lifebelts used by the Rye men were of a 
pattern known as 3A, and that these belts 
were retained at the request of 14 out of 
205 stations. The Institution are causing 
all the lifebelts of this pattern to be 
tested at once, and are aided it known 
that any crew which has the slightest 
misgiving can have them replaced by other 
patterns. 

Miss Wilkinson (Labour, Middlesbrough) 
—In view of this appalling disaster, has 
not the time arrived when the whole of 
this important service should be trans- 
ferred from private charity to an efficient 
State service? ¢ 

Mr. Williams said that the disaster had 
nothing whatever to do with the owner- 
ship of the lifeboat, but had more rela- 
tion to the depth of the sea at t!at 
particular point. (Opposition cries of 
““Order ” and ‘‘ Oh.’’) 

Captain Fanshawe (Unionist, Clack- 
mannon)—I mentioned that the District 
Inspector of Lifeboats inspected this life- 
boat and all her gear in February this 
year, and found everything in order. 

Mr. Mackinder (Labour, Shipley)}—Does 
the right hon. gentleman think that if it 
had been a national service there would 
have been a non-self-righting boat ?
